necessary th a t traffic rem ain to 
th e rig h t of this line. 
Presence 
of the w hite line is evidence of 
unseen danger. 
“ Tile parking of m otor vehicles 
on those road sections on which 
are found traffic-dividing lines is 
a dangerous practice and has re ­ 
sulted in num erous accidents. 
“ From this date (Oct. 16, 1924), 
the parking of m otor vehicles for 
any cause w hatever is absolutely 
prohibited w ithin ten (IO) feet of 
the edge of the pavem ent in the 
section of th e highw ay in which 
the traffic line is found.
